~THE~C"OAL SITUATION 


As warm weather approaches It 


Is perfectly natural that tho supply 
of 
coal should Increase, and that 


prices should decline. 


Thc country has passed the period 


where one man's money. In the fuel 
market. Is not as good as another's, 
and manufacturers and large con- 
sumers, as well as small dealers, are 
now solicited to buy direct. 


Conditions In Janesvllle are very 


much as they have been 
In many 


sections of the country. 
Tho deal- 


ers, who-have'been alile to secure 
coal at all. have been compelled to 
pay high prices, and when the sup- 
ply Increased and the market de- 
clined, they very naturally wanted to 
•unload 
before reducing the 
retail 


prices. 


In some places and especially In 


thc vicinity of Chicago, the dealers 
stocked up on soft coal early In Jan- 
uary and when hard coal commenced 
to arrive. It was held back or placed 
at prohibitive prlcea, until the soft 
coal could be unloaded. 


Thc situation Is peculiar and un- 


like any other that has ever come to( 
the country. 
It has been possible,) 


through the limited number of pro- 
ducers and dealers to dictate terms 
and prices, nnd the supply has been 
so short, and the demand so urgent 
that there was no appeal. 
' It would not havo been possible to 
handle flour or meat, or any other 
necessity. In the same manner, and 
coal dealers as well as operatlors 
have been severely criticised. 


Legislatures In various states have 


appointed committees of Investigation' 
In various towns and cities coal In Iran ' 
sit has been confiscated and tho 
laws that usually govern in business 
have been Ignored. 


Much of this criticism has been 


•unjust, while some of It has been! 
merited. 
Until within the past two! 


weeks it has been Impossible for a I 
certain class of dealers to secure coal' 
at thc-market price, and It has also 
been Impossible for dealers of any 
class- to secure more .than a limited 
quantity. 
, During tho past ten days, however, 
conditions are changed and coal Is 
offered In the open market to all com- 
ers at reasonable prices. 


Under date of February 25. a Jan- 


esvlllc manufacturer received a let- 
ter from the Chicago, Wilmington 
and Verrollllon Coal Co.. soliciting or- 
ders .for anthracite, stove,coal F. O. 
B. Chicago at $7.50 per ton. There 
Is no good reason why this class of 
coal should not have been sold to 
Janesvllle consumers at J10 per ton 
for the past ten days. 


Tile dealer may possess an ambition 


to unload high priced coal, before re- 
ducing prices, but there Is no argu- 
Tnent that the business world recog- 
nizes. In support of that sort of a 
proposition. 


If the dealer had a year's supply 


on hand, and the market should ad- 
vance 25 cents per ton he would ad- 
vance with tne market, ana thc pub- 
lic would offer no complaint. 
When 


the .market- declines. ho .Is . expected 
to follow It, and In any other lino of 
business competition and good busi- 
ness Judgment would "compel him to 
do eo. 
' 


Ever}- man In business expects to 


take his chances on market fluctua- 
tions. " if a groceryman buys a car- 
load of flour at $1.25 and It declines 
to $1.00. he does not. expect the pub- 
lic to share the loss: 


Some of thc coal dealers made con- 


tracts to deliver coal last summer at 
prices that have resulted 4n heavy 
loss where tho contracts were filed, 
but for this thc public Is not respon- 
sible. : It was simply a question of 
error In judgment, and errors of tills 
class arc accountable for many los- 
ses In business. 


In passing Judgment It IB well to 


remember that a local coal dealer in 
Jnnesvllle. or any other town. Is not 
handling a gold mine. 
In ordinary 


years he works hard for a moderate 
competency, and very few of them 
ever amass a fortune. 


Conditions this winter have been ab- 


normal, and the dealer has 
been 


charged with a good many things of 
which he is not guilty. 


slst trade was to leave It severely 
alone and to rely upon the foresight,' 
skill and energy of our merchants and 
manufacturers to maintain our pre-j 
eminent positions In the world's mar-| 
kets. 
Latterly, however, there has, 


been a tendency to direct the utten-: 
tlon of parliament more and moro1 
to commercial manors. 
It. Is unques- 


tionable that the Idea Is rapidly gain- 
ing In strength that In many direc- 
tions considerably mure attention and 
assistance might be given by 
tho 


state to extending trade than Is at 
present accorded. 
In saying this, 


the fact Is not overlooked tnat of re- 
cent years commercial questions have 
received Increasing attention 
from 


the government, but the feeling Is 
rapidly growing In Intensity 
that 


what Is realy wanted is that they 
should be entrusted to a minister with 
full cabinet rank, who himself must 
be a business man, nnd whose sole du- 
ty, shall be to watch over, foster and 
support the vast trading and Indus- 
trial Interests of the country.

are now at a period of tense rivalry 
In trade; our merchants and manufac- 
turers are face to face with tho keen- 
est competition tnat has ever been 
known; and that competition is dally 
developing. 
It Is not remarkable, in 


view of the magnitude of the Inter- 
ests Involved, that the United King- 
dom—the greatest 
ninnui'acttiTlng 


and commercial nation In the world— 
has not in tho cabinet a minister of 
commerce? 
In tho United States, 


which may bo looked upon us our 
most formidable competitor,

need for such n minister has already 
been fully recognized. 
Surely Great 


Britain cannot afford to lag behind. 
It rests with tho business men of 
this country to present a united front 
In this matter nnd to make their wish- 
es known, through 'their commercial 
organizations. In such a manner as to 
command the support of the govern- 
ment and tho nation. 
That tho con- 


viction of tho need for this appoint- 
ment Is steadily gaining ground ap- 
pears to be 
undoubted. 
Several 


chambers of commerce havo already 
expressed themselves in tinmlstukablo 
terms In favor of tho proposal, while 
tiie London and Halifax chambers 
havo decided to move resolutions In 
support thereof at the annual meeting 
of tho associated 
chambers to bo 


held In London next March. 
Thus 


wjll bo afforded an opportunity or 
obtaining a definite pronouncement of 
the views of tho general body of 
commercial men throughout tho king- 
dom, which cannot fall to materially 
Influence the end In view. 


The department of commerce, re- 


cently established by congress, Is a 
practical move In the right direction.

day selling- machinery and was late 
getting back to town came driving 
up at a fast clip. 
He did not notice

stopped his team In time to prevent 
it. 


Second Hold' Up 
Just as he stopped he heard 
the 


man In the road say to Roach, "drive 
on sir" and the next thing he know he 
•was covered by a .pistol and the rob- 
•ber asked, "have you got' any money 
sir?" 
Williams said. "No sir." and 


the man did not ry to search Will- 
iams, and noticing that Roach had not 
started said "drive on sir" and step- 
ped back out of the way.

got started by this time and Williams 
lost no time in following him and 
'came' Into town right behind -him.

was that Williams thought 
Roach

Williams hunted up Roach after they 
reached town and 
they 
compared 


•notes regarding the 
affair.

thing that saved Roach was Williams 
arriving Just as he did. and Williams 
1s satisfied that on account of Roach 
not going on when the highwayman 
told him give his money. 


Not an Expert 
The man is described

Roach could not describe his face, 
but Williams thinks .he had n mous- 
tache. 
Both men got a good look 


at the' revolver and think

The man evidently meant business, 
but had too many outfits

•hands at one time so let them go. 


Had Money .'• 


• Roach had some money and a good 
•watch with him and Williams

Both men said they would 


have handed over.their valuables, aa

The affair was reported to the city

isfied that he acted enough like busi- 
ness to suit them.

Tills is not expensive for material and 
Is very easily applied by menus of an 
inexpensive fruit spmy pump. The 
lime should be thoroughly slaked anil 
strained through cloth nnd mndo Just 
thin enough to work well through thu 
nozzle. One iniin can apply two conts 
of whitewash with n pump and reach 
nil pnrts of side nnd celling of n room 
In about one-fourth the time required 
with the brush. Whitewash will kill 
or hold the germs with which It comes 
In coutnct. It hns thu effect, too, of 
making the burn llgl'itcr nnd cleaner. 
After the first spraying one application 
will usually bit sullicleiit If given regu- 
larly. As the business of supplying1 
milk to cities nnd creameries Is of 
largo proportions nnd depends upon 
clcniillncss this precaution of disinfec- 
tion should \>c regularly followed.

Inn 
there are no Important ixjlnts in d 
pute. 


General Deficiency. 


The general deficiency bill Is tue 


only one of the appropriation bills 
that has not passed the Senate. Con 
sideratlon of the Aldrlch tlnnnclal Mil 
Trill occupy much of to-day and may 
run well into the night. There v.lll 
be a determined effort to get the 
Philippine bill In nhapc to Bend to the

ment, but this may depend upon the 
fate ot the financial measure. 


Canal Treaty. 


A final attempt will be made to 


press the Panama canal treaty to n 
conclusion in the hope that Senator 
Morgan may relent in his opposition 
and allow the treaty to be ratified 
rather than force an extra session of 
the Senate. His friends say. however, 
that he has no such intention, and 
they add that he Is willing to accept 
the full responsibility for a called ses- 
sion. 
Senators generally, therefore, 


have given up all hope of avoiding an 
extra session for the ratification of 
the canal and Cuban treaties. 


Democrats Filibuster.

From Farmers' Review: 
1 nave 


made some personal Investigations 
'concerning the cattle trade anil Its 
demoralized condition as to prices In 
the face of plenty of food, and find 
that a very great many bought cattle 
«rly In the fall to feed. thlnUing at 
the then high prices for fat cattle; it 
would be good paying business to ICIM! 
cattle cheap corn, and thorn was 
seemingly no cho'co for the many 
fanners with frost bitten corn wftept 
to feed It to rattle. Now under lliri'o 
conditions 
there 
was 
an 
unusual 


amount of cattle put into the feed lots 
•With the expectation of iiiarliotlii^ 
them before the llrst of the ycjar, 
judging liy the class of feeders; used. 
•which 
war. Invariably the 1.000 to 


l',200 pound kind. 
As them wero a 


great many youns feeders forced Into 
(he business on account of soft corn. 
It was necessary to borrow the money 
to buy tlie cattle. 
This money was 


Borrowed on!y for n short time. Now 
these cattle all had to get to market 
.at about the same time, as the men 
could not hold them after their corn 
was fed out and money due. So, not 
being tlxcd with shelter, etc., the cat- 
tle wero sent to market. 
This ex- 


plains for the soft rorn cattle. Now ! 
for the men who could hold their cat- 
tle. 
They encounter a still harder 


proposition. Tho close of every week 
flnda the market lower and as yet no 
advance even 
under moderate re- 


ceipts. This means that the continu- 
ous depression In cattle prlcss has 
caused even the most long winded and 
experienced feeders to lose faith and 
<hlp cattle, as 1'. is Impossible to hold 
cattle after they are ready to go. In 
the face of the above facts. 


This trade has all been manipulates 


to such a degree as to shut the feeder 
out of his Just profits and instead 
cause practically all to lose monny, 
and yet the consumers nave- almost 
the same prices to pay as when cattle 
on foot were bringing two to three 
cents per pound more money. 
To 


prove this you have oiily to ask your 
retailer the. prices for your table 
supply. Furthermore you can see by 
present quotations that the English 
markets are paying almost exactly 
the same prices for cattle on foot as 
they were one year ago, and the prlco 
on this side Is about 1! cents per 
pound less for export steers. You 
may then ask why the feeders and 
shippers do not go into the export 
business. I can tell you it Is not he- 
cause they arc not smart enough or do 
not caro. to take the risk, as you may 


suppose. Tne reason ib Tne space in 
the cattle ship Is all taken by a fa 
rored few and an outside man cannol 
get space to export his cattle. I know 
this to he true, as I have tried and 
have been 
turned down with the 


statement, "No space to be had," or 
"Space all contracted." Then I have 
had men of national reputation, and 
men who have exported, use their in- 
fluence to assist me to get boat priv- 
ileges and they, too, have failed. This 
will prove my first statement that tho 
trade has been and Is manipulated. 
Until tho feeders wake up to tho situa- 
tion and attract the public's attention 
through the press and every other 
channel there will be no stability to 
prices. But when all facts are gener- 
ally known then the cattlo men may 
depend upon at least a steady market 
for some tlmo to come.—H. F. Pinncll, 
Edgar County, Illinois. 


No Horseless Age Yet. 


There is no danger of a horseless 


age at this time nor in the near fu- 
ture. If It ever comes It will ho when 
conditions are far different from thoso 
existing at the present time. 
There 


are thousands of uses to which tho 
horse Is put where no form of me- 
chanical forco can be substituted. No 
machine can think, and this is very 
necessary in some forms of force as 
used on tho farm and In the channels 
ot commerce. The carriage horse drags 
the carriage through tho snow, up the 
hillsides where the footing is bad, 
picking his way with a keen intelli- 
gence. 
When the mud Is deep and 


sticky ho pulls the wagon laden with 
produce from the farm. Tho mechani- 
cal forco would bo at a standstill In 
situations that are not heeded by tho 
horse. Even through tho sott sand tho 
horse picks his way with his rider. It 
need be the horse can create energy 
out of tho grass that grows by the 
wayside, and he can do it lor a week, 
a month or a year. Ho can carry his 
master thousands of miles with this as 
tho only source of forco supply. The 
machine Is helpless as soon as tho 
supply of high-class, artificial energy- 
producing material gives out. 
There 


was n. Hurry a few years ago among 
the buyers and sellers of carriage 
horses because some ono had started 
tho theory that the horse was about to 
he discarded by man for a power that 
could live on coal and oil. Sonio farm- 
ers even listened to this rumor and 
stopped breeding horses, only to find 
In a few years that horses wero com- 
manding a high price and they had 
none to sell. Tho wise farmer will go 
right on breeding fine carriage horses 
and the best quality of drafts.
